1. The amendment after final filed 30 January 2006 will be 
entered upon the filing of an appeal. Claim 5 will continue to 
be rejected using the rejection given in section 2 of the 
detailed portion of the office action mailed 10 January 2006. 

2. Applicant argues that the paperboard forming tube of 
McClellan would need a release coating to separate the winding 
from the tube regardless of the tube being crushed and removed 
from the windings as taught in McClellan or the windings being 
unwound from the outside as taught in Von Hoessle et al. The 
examiner disagrees. The binder or adhesive which holds the 
windings together in Von Hoessle et al . is designed to be of an 
intermediate strength so that it holds the windings intact from 
vibration but still allows high speed unwinding. The binder 
should thus allow release from the forming tube as well as allow 
the release of the glass fiber when unwound. Further an 
application such as Von Hoessle et al . which calls for 
continuous communication using the glass fiber during unwinding, 
does not contemplate complete unwinding of the fiber, which 
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would involve disconnection of the fiber from the receiving site 
and a loss of communication.
